Some pieces are 
connected to each other with #10 stick welding rods. High quality 
bolts, self-locking nuts and top quality nylon bushings are used. Each 
part is measure to blue print standard, examined and tested for quality 
assurance. Each step of the assembly is double-checked to be in exact 
specification of blue print design.
